Individuality 
is lost the moment you -submit to passing 
modes or fashions, the creations of an artifi- 
cial society; and so is genuineness. No man is 
genuine who is forever trying to pattern his 
life after the lives of other people—unless, in- 
deed, he be a genuine dolt. But individuality 
is by no means the same as genuineness: for 
individuality may be associated with the most 
extreme and even ridiculous eecentricity, while 
genuineness we conceive to be always whole- 
some, balanced and touched with dignity. It 
is a quality that goes with good sense of self- 
respect. It is a sort of robust moral sanity, 
mixed of elements both moral and intellectual. 
It is found in natures too strong to be mere 
trimmers and conformers, too well poised and 
thoughtful to fling off into intemperate protest 
and revolt. 

Laughter is genuine which has in it neither 
the shrill hysterical note of mere excitement, 
not the hard metallic twang of a cynic’s sneer 
—which rings in the honest voice of gracious 
good humor, which is innocent and ungatirical. 
Speech is genuine which is without silliness, 
affectation or pretense. That character is gen- 
uine which seems built by nature rather than 
by convention, which is of stuff of inde- 


pendence and of good courage.

ND then genuineness will bring serenity 
A —which I take to be another mark 
of the right development of the true 
human. being, certainly in an age passionate 
and confused as this in which we live. 
Serenity is a product, no doubt, of two very 
different things, namely, vision and digestion.

Dr. Muensterberg Classes the Movies @ Real Art 
“They loud Geuiditote Nol Rival the Snail Dini 


SHAKSPEARE of the movies is needed, 
A according to Prof. Hugo Muensterberg of 
; Harvard. In his book, “The Photoplay,” 
just published by D. Appleton & Co., Prof. Muen- 
sterberg expresses a hope for the appearance of 
a master-mind of the film. He argues that the 
art of the photoplay is independent of that of 
literature or of the spoken drama, and should be 
handled on its own merits. 

“The scenario writer,’ says Prof. Muensterberg, 
“must be wide awake to the uniqueness of his 
task. That is, he must fee] at every moment that 
he fs writing far the screen, and not for a stage 
or a vook. He must understand that the photo- 
play is not a photographical drama, but that it is 
controlled by psychological conditions of its own. 

“As soon as it is grasped that the film play 
is not simply a mechanical reproduction of, an- 
other art, but is art of a special kind, it follows 
that talents of a special kind must be devoted to 
it, and that nobody ought to feel it beneath his 
artistic dignity to write scenarios in the service 
’ of this new art.” }

The next -tep to- 
ward the emancipation of the photoplay must be 
the creation of Plays which speak the language 
of pictures only.” He makes an exc eption of lines 
like “The Next Morning” or “After Three Years,” 
which, he says, have the same character as the 
title of a painting in an art gallery. 

He says that the attempts to introduce phono- 
graphic accompaniment, supplying conversation 
and other elements of sound, have failed, because 
they made the photogplay a mere.imitation of the 
stage, and because, as a mere imitation, the photo- 
play is inferior to the stage. Fitting music its 
suitable, he holds, but he condemns the firing of 
guns, hoofbeats of horses and other claptrap de- 
vices of sound. 

“The richest source of the unique satisfaction 
in the photoplay,”’ Prof. Muensterberg writes, “is 
probably that esthetic feeling which ts significant 
for the new art.

[ England is NOT taking the war “lying down.” 
Let me then give you some account—an 
eyewitness’ account—of what there is now to be 
seen by the ordinary intelligent observer in the

tacle, as it exists today—so inspiring in what it 
immediately suggests of human energy and hu-

E found in his path, which was also the na-

dustrial conservatism of England, which shows 
itself on the one hand in the trade union customs 
and restrictions of the working class, built up, 
as they hold, through long years, for the protec- 
tion of their own standards of life, and, on the 
other, in the slowness of many of the smaller 
English employers (I am astonished, however, at 
the notable exceptions everywhere!) to realize 
new needs and processes and to adapt themselves 
to them. Could anyone have made such an oine- 
let without breaking a great many eggs? Is it 
wonderful that the employers have sometimes felt 
themselves unbearably hustled, sometimes misun- 
derstood and at other times annoyed, or worried, 
by what seems to them the red tape of the new 
ministry, and its apparent multiplicity of forms 
and inquiries? 

Men accustomed to conduct their own businesses 
with the usual independence of regulation. have 
been obliged to submit to regulation. Workmen 
accustomed to defend certain methods of work 
and certain customs of their trade as matters of 
life and death have had to see them jeopardized 
or swept away. The restoration of these methods 
and customs is solemnly promised them after the 
war: but, meanwhile, they become the servants of 
a public department almost as much under orders 
as the soldier himself. They are asked to admit 
unskilled men to the skilled processes over which 
they have long kept so jealous a guard;sabove 
all, they are asked to assent wholesale to the em- 
ployment of women in trades where women have 
never been employed before, where it is obvious 
that their introduction taps an immense reservoir 
of new labor, and equally obvious that, once let in, 
they are not going to be easily or wholly dis- 
lodged. 

Of course, there has been friction and difficulty: 
nor is it all yet at an end. In the few dangcr

ATTY.-GEN. BARKER’S DEMAGOGISM. 
Attorney-General Barker, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor of Mis- 
souri, was quoted as saying in his Columbia 
speech: : 
Some millionaires appeared before the Board 
of Equalization recently and said that the 
land in the State should be assessed at 100 per 
cent of its value, and that the city was paying 
too much taxes. The board refused to lower 
their taxes because there was no truth in their 
statements. : . 

The subsidized metropolitan press in St. 

Louis says that property in St. Louis is as- 
sessed higher than it is in the State, but we 
have found property [n St. Louis assessed at 
less than 2 per cent of its actual cash value. 
I hope the time will never come when the 
people will elect a man to the Board of Equa!l- 
ization who will vote to put all the taxes on 
the farm lands. 


The Attorney-General’s statement is false and 
misleading. The intimation that there is any 
effort. or desige on the part of St. Louis to put 
all the taxes on the farm lands is so crassly and 
grossly false that it is not worthy of an answer; 
it deserves only contempt. : 

St. Louis never has asked of the State Board 
of Equalization anything but justice. For years 
it has sought from the board an equitable equal- 
ization of tax assessments on the property in the 
State, so that St. Louis might be relieved of 
unequal and unfair burdens of taxation. 

As a member of the Board of Equalization At- 
torney-General Barker knows that the farm lands 
of the State are assessed in proportion to their 
value far below the property of Sf. Louis and 
of other cities. He knows it from the records of 
the board and the records of assessors. He knows 
it from statements of facts made to the board. 
This inequality extends to nearly all rural prop- 
erty, compared with city property. 

Two tax commissions have reported gross in- 
equalities and have recommended tax reforms. 
Two years ago the Civic League of this city pre- 
sented to the board the actual figures of farm and 
city property assessments compared with the val- 
uations of the census of 1910, showing that the 
farm lands are assessed at 25.52 per cent and St. 
Louis property at 662-3 per cent. 

At a recent meeting of the board, St. Louis rep- 
resentatives submitted convincing facts showing 
great discrimination against St. Louis in favor of 
counties in the tax assessments—carefully com- 
piled reports from 37 counties, concerning the 
actual and assessed value of property, showed 
assessments ranging from 10. to 40 per cent. It 
was shown that the assessment of St. Louis prop- 
erty is approximately 70 per cent. 

It is unnecessary to say more about the facts; 
they are notorious. 

The State Board of Equalization this year, as 
in past, years, refused to equalize the assessments. 
Attorney-General Barker not only refused to 
equalize the taxes, but uses his refusal as an argu- 
ment for his election to the governorship. 

Attorney-General Barker appeals to cupidity— 
to the beneficiaries of injustice, on his record ot 
injustice—to vote him into office as a means of 
perpetuating injustice. He stands on a platform 
of injustice. In effect, he says to the country 
voters: As Attorney-General and a member of 
the Board of Equalization, I have kept your tax 
assessment low and city tax assessments high; 
as Governor and a member of the Board of Equal- 
ization I will continue to favor you—therefore, 
vote for me. 

Nothing could be more contemptible in a public 
officer and candidate for office. Demagogism 
cannot reach a lower plane. It was the argument 
of Gov. Major four years ago. We are suffering 
from the results. 

When men of this stripe—demagogues who 
appeal to official discrimination as a ground 
of popular support—are elected to office, the 
State labors under a heavy handicap. 
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RAINMAKERS DISCREDITED. 

That the unusual rainfall of last year was 
caused by the tremendous explosions along the 
firing line in France was persistently asserted bv 
one class of unofficial weather sharps. But the 
heaviest firing of all the war has been going on 
for more than fifty days at Verdun. Nowhere 
else has the bombardment been as nearly continu- 
ous. As many big shells are used on many single 
days as have been used in a week or more here- 
tofore. 

But precipitation in this country is below rather 
than above the normal. The high-explosive school 
of rainmakers is discredited. Probably we must 
fall back on the scientists’ theory that the rains 
last summer were caused by unusual conditions 
on our own continent. 
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OFFICIAL PERQUISITES. 

The Missouri Constitution has the familiar pro- 
vision that the salaries of certain State officers 
“shall not be increased or diminished during thelr 
office terms” and that such officers “shall not re- 
ceive to their own use any fees, costs, perquisites 
of office or any other compensation.” In some 
states such provisos are commonly construed 35 
an absolute bar to the receipt of a single dollar in 
public money, additional] to the sum specified as 
salary. The Missouri rule is that with the cou- 
sent of the Legislature further compensation may 
be provided for service rendered on at least some 
State boards of which State officers are ex-officio 
members. 

The consequence is that Gov. Major is getting 
$6625 a year iristead of the $5000 named in the law 
as his salary; Gecretary of State Roach gets $4750 
instead of $8000; Auditor Gordon gets $4875 .n- 
stead of $8000; Attorney-General Barker gets 
$4875 instead of $3000, and Treasurer Deal gets 
$4875 instead of $3000. 
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While this is not excessive pay, the system is 
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Many State officers are too advantageously sit- 
uated for lobbying to resist the temptation to 
bring pressure on the Legislature for perquisites. 
It extends the evi's of the fee systen. ww public 
servants the people intended should be immune 
from it. That new Constitution for which Mis- 
souri is hoping should specifically prohibit fees 
for board service. And, of course, regular’salartes 
more generous than this range of from $3000 to 
$5000 should be prescribed by law.

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NO TURNING BACK. 

The United States went into Mexico to capture 
Villa and destroy his bandit forces. It went 
there under the most extreme provocation that 
one nation can have for invading the territory 
of another nation. Whether the situation is

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The advocates of unpreparedness simply do not 
realize that things have changed. 
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SETTLING A GREAT QUESTION. 

Peace-at-any-priceafists, we thank you. You 
have taught us how to go about settling a great 
national issue. This is the way: 

Hire a hall, get a crowd, lure four innocent 
reporters to a table near the right proscenium, 
and go for them. 

That was the way the great question of na- 
tional defense was settled to the satisfaction of 
five speakers and a hallful of listeners at the 
Odeon last night. 

The five speakers vied with each other in the 
job of shouting hoarsely at the four pacifist re- 
porters who had never started a war and never 
expected to and had come on no more blood- 
thirsty mission than to take down, as best they 
could, the ferocious, fire-eating speeches of the 
apostles of peace. 

But it seemed that the newspapers of the 
country had done something or hadn’t done some- 
thing, or were preparing to do something or pre- 
paring not to do something.

Either that or they were parties 
to a conspiracy to fill their columns with news 
of dog fights to-the exclusion of the speeches of 
the men who want'to fight for peace. 

Whatever it was, it had to be stopped. And 
the way to ‘stop it was to shout-hoarsely at the!

It was really quite 
frightful. Almost as exciting as a real war. And 
the best thing about it was that it settled the 
great question of national. defense.

AN INVITED DENIAL? 

Boston Transcript: All of the passengers and 
crew of the Susséx who were in a position to 
know what happened, including the American 
passengers, agree that the wake of a torpedo was 
seen when the steamer was struck in the English 
Channel. The American consular representatives 
who examined the hull of the vessel reported posi- 
tively that they found portiens of a torpedo, which 
could only have been a Gefman torpedo. We do 
not yet know what eventual position the Wash- 
ington Government will take upon the facts of 
the matter, or what action, if any, it will base on 
these facts. But it is clear that the attitude of 
our Government, fn inferentially inviting a denial 
from Berlin that the destruction was caused by a 
submarine, Was encouraged the German Govern- 
ment to take a position quite in conflict with all 
the evidence that exists. This attitude has seemed 
to say, “Oh, well, if the Germans will only deny 
it, that will end the whole incident."”’ Now that 
the Germans have denied it, is there any, use 
or function for the evidence, supplementary to 
that sent by cable, which is said to be on board 
the steamship St. Paul, now due at New York? 

As nearly as can be judged by the evidence at 
hand, the German attack has indeed been proved. 
The time has come to take some action. 


DIFFICULTIES IN THE CASE. 
Washington Times: To refuse flatly to ac- 
cept Berlin’s positive denial would be about as 
offensive as any diplomatic act of one Govern- 
ment possibly could be toward another. On the 


other hand, to accept a denial of responsibility in 


a case in which the testimony was convincing— 
and it must be said that in this case almost every- 
body believes that a German torpedo really did 
wreck the Sussex—would be equivdient to con- 
fessing that Washington would not officially be- 
lieve anything that Berlin officially denied.

Asquith’s Answer to Von Bethmann-Holweg ; 


DECLINED WITHOUT THANKS. 

Detroit Free Press: Premier Asquith’s reply to 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s speech is iu 
essence a declination without thanks to accept tne 
German plans for settlement of the war. As sida 
issues there are a denunciation of the German 
statesman as a prevaricator and some spicy re- 
marks about the general wickedness of, the Teu- 
tons in their treatment of small nations, together 
with a reiteration of the early English position 
that Belgium must be set free, but the one matter 
of genuine interest is the cold turndown of the 
overtures by Berlin. 

Since the Von Bethmann-Hollweg speech was 4 
result of the Paris conference of the allies, pre- 
sumably this reply to it is somewhat in the nature 
of an answer by Mr. Asquith in behalf of the 
entente Powers as a whole, and is to be taken 
as a formal expression of their position and not 
simply as a setting forth of the determinat.on of 
the British Government in its individual capacity. 
Indeed, Mr. Asquith makes this tolerably plain by 
the inclusive nature of his remarks. 


WHERE THE CHANGE MUST BE. 
New York Sun: After the war there must be 
another Belgium, Von Bethmann-Hollweg says. 
He is wrong. After the war there must be an- 
other Germany. In the annihilation of the idea 
of German world domination, and in that alone, 
lies hope. The survival of this idea could mean 
ouly greater future agony. But there is evidence, 
in the Chancellor's speech itself, that this idea is 
crumbling already on the anvi! of Verdun. 


ASQUITH MORE CONVINCING.

New York Globe: Prime Minister Asquith, in 
his answer to the recent speech of the Ger:nan 
Chancellor, effectively disposes of the charge that 
the allies are seeking to destroy or to mutilate the 
essentials of Germany's national rights—to pra- 


_vent the free exercise of her peaceful endeavors, 


) or it is to become incheasingly militaristic. 


“As a result of the war,” says the spokesman 
of the allies, “we intend_to establish the principle 
that international problems must—be handled by 
free negotiation on equal terms between frée ped- 
ples, and that this settlement shall no longer he 
hampered or swayed by the overmastering mili- 
‘ary caste.” It will derogate from no nation’s dig- 
nity to establish this principle. 

Civilization is to become increasingly civilian 
The 
allies seem to stand fr the one idea and Prussia 


for the other. The two forces face each oiber 
and one or the other must triumph. As Prussia is 
the center of the permanent coalition idea and th. 
militaristic idea, the two diseases must be con- 
quered at the sources of infection if there is to be 
acure. To do this is in no respect to “crush” the 
German people, and Bethmann-Hollweg must 
have smiled inwardly as he sought to arouse the 
German people by saying that such was the fou! 
purpose of their enemies. 


FUTURE OF BELGIUM. 

Chicago Herald: Replying to the recent decla- 
ration of the German Chancellor that there must 
be a “new Belgium” after the war, Premier As- 
quith declared that the allies were determined to 
see once again the old Belgium—that “she must 
not be allowed to suffer permanently from the 
wanton, wicked invasion of her freedom, and that 
which has been broken down must be repaired and 
restored.” 


Certainly the restoration of old Belgium is the 
supreme point of national honor with the allies— 
particularly with France and Great Britain. Al- 
though nearly two years have gone since the be- 
ginning of the Belgian invasion, the tragedy of 
that unhappy nation is still fresh in men's minds. 
And the fact that had it ‘not been for her heroic 
defense of her own territory the first drive at 
Paris might have ended differently cannot in 
honor be forgotten either France or Great 
Britain. 

Whatever may be the merits of the great quar- 
rel between the allies and the Teutonic empires 
in other respects, the allies unquestionably have 
the greater part of right as far as Belgium is con- 
cerned. It happens, however, that the Germans 
have the greater part of Belgium itself. So the 
question of whether it will be the old or a new 
Belgium after the war is still an open one. 


MILITARISM MUST GO. 

Philadelphia North American: Viewed as a 
whole, the outline of Germany's terms will appeal 
to many persons as admirably moderate: the dis- 
avowal of schemes of conquest and of world dom- 
ination is complete. 

But the weakness of the proposal is its date. If 
such. a policy had been held in July, 1914, there 
would have been no war: Europe would be stil! 
“a land of peaceful labor;” Belgium would be free 
and tranquil; Germany herself, as of old. would 
be the world’s teacher in science, in education and 
in industry, instead of a nation isolated by dis- 
trust and fear. 

No grimmer fate ever overtook a nation than 
the realization, which sounds in every sentence 
of the Imperial Chancellor, that the militarism 
to which it desperately clings has failed.

$150,000 4 year for making the America 
people chuckle—which is twice what the 
President gets for shaping their na- 
tional destiny. Furthermore, Fisher is 
troubled neither by international com- 
plicatiors nor by office seekers. Hi 
office is in his hat. 
For drawing six comic strips a wee 
for #8 weeks a year this genial humorist 
receives $78,000. The rest of his incom. 
is made up from vaudeville, engage- 
ments, which bring him a thousand do!- 
lars a week; the proceeds irom five 
“Mutt and Jeff" shows and animated 
cartoons; the sale of an annual ‘“‘Mut* 
and Jeff’? book, post cards, plaster fig- 
ures, buttons and other novelties. 

Twe Hear’ Werk a Day. 

On the average it takes Fisher two 
hours to draw his daily comic strip, for 
which he is paid at the rate of $270 an 
hour, or nearly five dollars a minute. 
I‘isher is the Midas of mirth. His 
marked success has done more than any 
other inflence to lift the level of the 
Ameriéan cartoonist’s salary. These ac- 
complishments, startling in themselves 
become almost bewildering when yo?! 
consider that he is only 81 years old 
and never took a drawing lesson in his 


" was bern in San Francisco in 
Later his parents, who are now 
sharing their son’s prosperity, removed 
to Portland, Ore., to Milwaukee and 
then to Chicago.

Tried to Get Steady Job. 
But “Bud” was not satisfied lon¢ 
with such tame work. He tried for a 
job on the San Francisco Examiner, and 
was turned down. He smiled over **is 
experience long afterward when the 
owner of the Examiner was comman- 
deering the most expensive legal talent 
in an effort to holé the cartoon'st's 
services for his New York newspaper. 
After being turned down by the Fx- 
aminer, Fisher went over to the Chron- 
icle office, where he made so strong a 
bid for recognition that they apologize.! 
for offering him only $15 a week. 
“TI thought at that time that $10 a wee); 
would make me independently wealthy,” 
he said afterward, ‘“‘but'of course I 
never let on.”’ 
He stayed with the Chronicle from 1956 
until near the end of 1907. ‘he city 
was so mussed up by the big fire that 
he found himself without a job. so he 
went to Los Angeles. There he ran inty 
aman named Steele, who was getting 
out an emergency Sunday section for the 
wrecked Chronicle, on the presses of the 
Los Angeles Times. Steele coulM not get 
any good artists to work for him, be- 
cause all the local men were emploxel 
ty the Los Angeles Examiner and could 
not accept retainers from another pa- 
per, He offered Fisher $15 a page. 

Turned Business Manz. 
“Tl took him up,” says “Bud,” “and 
then I got a lot of the ‘Examiner’ artists 
—who could not work for Steele, but 
cculd work for me—to make me these 
pages at seven dollars and a half apiece. 
I cleared the other seven-fifty. At that 
rate I didn’t really care how ‘ong the 
fire lasted.’’ 
Fisher went back to San Francisco 
with $1600 in his pocket and a lot of 


newly acquired independence. He was 
ready to hold out for $% a week, “big 


money” he called it, but finally compro- 
mised at §22.50. 

On Nov. 15, 1907, there appeared in 
the San Francisco Chronicle a cartoon 
comic strip portraying race track ed- 
ventures of one “A. Mutt.” Thus was 
born a million-dollar idea. Fisper had 
been going to the races regularly an:

every week. The men are steadily 
training them, and without the teach- 
ing and co-operation of the men— 
without, that is, the surrender by the 
men of some of their most cherished 
trade customs—the whole movement 
would have been impossible. 

As it is, by the sheer body of work 
the women have brought in, by the deft- 
ness, energy, and enthusiasm thes 
throw into the simpler but quite 
indispensable processes, thereby set- 
ting the unskilled man free for the 
army, and the skilled man for work 
which women cannot do, Engiand has 
become possessed of new and vast re- 
sources of which she scarcely dreafmed 
a year ago; and so far as this war is 
a war of machinery—and we all know 
what Germany’s arsenals have done tv 
make it so—its whole aspect is now 
changing for us. The “eternal femi- 


cursion upon the normal web of things’ 

Let me record another visit of the 
same day to a small-arms factory of 
importance. Not many women here s0 
far, though the number !s Increasing, 
but look at the expansion figures stnce 
last summer! A large new factory 
added, on a bare field; 40,000 tons of 
excavation removed, two miles of new 
shops, 60 feet wide, and four floors high, 
the output in rifles quadrupled and 
so on. 

We climbed to the top floor of the 
new buildings, and looked far and wide 
over the town. Dotted over the tall 
roofs rose the national flogs, marking 
‘“‘controlled’’ factories, i. e., factories 
etill given over a year ago to one or 
other of the miscellaneous metal trades 
of the Midlands, and now making fuse 
or shell for England’s armies, and un- 
der the control of the English Gov- 
ernment. One had a sudden sharp sense 
of the town’s corporate life, and of the 
spirit working ig it everywhere fo- 
iengland’s victory® 


An Entire City 
Working for the War. 


Next day took me deep into the very 
central current of ‘‘England’s effort’’— 
so farfas this gfeat phase of it at any 
rate ~S concerned. In this town, even 
more'than in the city I had just left, 
one felt the throb of the nation’s rising 
power, concenirated, orderly, deter- 
mined. Every single engineering busi- 
ness in a town of engineers was work- 
me for the war. Every manufacturer 
of any importance was doing his best 
for the Government, some in connec- 
tion-with the new Ministry, some with 
the Admiralty, some with the War 
Office. As for the leading firms of the 
city, the record of growth, of a mount- 
ing energy by day and night, was noth- 
ing short of bewildering. Take thes2 
few impressions of a long day, as they 
come back to Ine. 

First, a great steel warehouse, full of 
raw steel of many sorts and _ kinds, 
bayonet steel, rifle steel, shell steel, 
stacked in every available corner, and 
against every possible wall—all sold, 
every bit of it, and ready to be shipped 
—some to the Colonies, some to our 
allies, with peremptory orders coming 
in as to which the harassed head 
the firm could only shake his head with 
a despairing ‘‘impossible.’”’ 

Then some hours in a famous works, 
under the guidance of the manager, one 
of those men, shrewd, indefatigable, 
humane, in whose company one learns 
what it is, in spite of all our supposed 
deficiencies, that makes the secret 
England’s industrial tenacity. An el- 
derly Scotchman, very plainly marked 
by the labor and strain of the preced- 
ing 18 months, but still steadily keep- 
ing his head and his temper, show- 
ing the signs of an Evangelical] tradi- 
tion in his strong dislike for Sunday 
work, his evident care for his work 
people, men and women, and his just 
and sympathetic tone towards the labor 
with which he has to deal—such is my 
companion. 

He has a wenderfulu story to _ tell. 
“In September, 1914, we were called 
upon to manufacture a targe extra 
number fieli guns. We had neither 
buildings nor machinery for the order. 
liowever, we set to work. We took 
down seven dwelling houses; in three 
weeks we were whitewashing the walls 
of our new workshop and laying in the 
machinery. My idea was to make so 
many guns. The Government § aske:l 
for four times as many. So we took 
down more and built another 
much larger shop. The work was fin- 
ished in 10 weeks. TI ive other iarge 
workshops were fut up last year, all 
built with lightning speed, and every- 
where additions have been made to the 
machinery in every department wher- 
ever it was pvussible to put machines.” 


The Patriotism That 
Drives the Workmen On. . 


As to their thousands of workmen, 
Mr. C. has no complaints to make. 

“They have been steadily working any- 
thing from 60 to 8) hours per week; the 
average is 64.29 hours per week, and 
the average time lost only 5.51 per cent.”’ 
A little while ago, a certain union put 
forward a claim for an advance in 
wages. ‘‘We had to decline ft, but as 
the meeting came to an end, the trade 
union secretary said: 

‘**Of course, we are disappointed, and 
we shall no doubt return to the matter 
again. But whether you concede the 
advance of wages or not, our members 
will continue to do their level best, be- 
lieving that they are not only working 
for themselves, but helping the Gov- 
ernment, and helping our soldiers to 
wage this war to a successful conclu-

And the manager adds his belief that 
this is the spirit which prevails ‘‘amonyg 
the workpeople generally.” 

Before we plunge into the main 
works, however, my guide takes m2? 
to see a recent venture, organized since 
the war’ in which he clearly takes a 
special interest. An old warehouse 
bought, so to speak, overnight, and

men necessary to keep the new urskilled 
labor going. Thes girls are working on 
the eight hours’ shift system; and work- 
ing so well that a not uncommon wage 
among them—on piecework, of course— 
runs to something between i2 and £3 a 
week. 

“But there is much more than money 
in it,”’ says the kind-faced woman su- 
perintendent, as we step into her little 
office out of the noise, to talk a little. 
“The girls are perfectly aware that they 
‘doing their bit,’ that they are 
standing by their men in the trenches.” 

This testimony, indeed, is universal. 
There is patriotism in this grim work. 
and affection, and a new and honorable 
self-consciousness. Girls and women 
look up and smile as a visitor passes. 
They presume that he or she is there 
for some useful purpose connected with 
the war, and their expression seems to 
Say, “Yes, we are all in it!—we know 
very well what WE are doing, and 
what a difference we are making. Go 
and tell our boys!”

Typical English Gun Factory. 

The interest ot this workshop lay, of 
course, in the fact that it was a sample 
of innumerable others, as quickly or- 
gsenized and as efficiently worked, now 
spreading over the Midlands and the 
North. As to the main works belonging 
to the same great firm—such 
have been often described: but one sees 
them today with new eyes, as part of a 
Struggle which is one with the very life 
of England. Acres and acres of ground 
covered by huge workshops new 
old, by interlacing railway 
neving trolleys. Gone is all the vast 
miscellaneous engineering work of 
peace. The war has swallowed every- 
thing. 

I have a vision of a great building, 
where huge naval guns are being low- 
ered from the annealing furnace above 
into the hardening oil tank below, or 
where in the depths of a great pit, with 
lights and men moving at the bottom, 
I see as I stoop over the edge, a jacket 
being shrunk upon another similar mon- 
ster, hanging perpendicularly below me. 

Close by are the forging shops whence 
ecme the, howitzers, and the huge naval 
shells. Watch the giant pineers that 
lift the red@hot ingots and drop them 
into the stamping presses. Man directs, 
but one might think the tools them- 
selves intelligent, like those golden auto-

lines, and 


i|mata of old that Hephaestus made, to 


run and wait upon the gods on Olympus. 
Down drops the punch. There is a burst 
of flame, as though the molten steel re- 


, belled, and out comes the shell or the 


hewitzer in the rough, nosed and hol- 
lowed and ready for the turning. 

The men here are great, powerful fel- 
lows, blanched with heat: and labor; 
amid the flame and smoke of the forges 
one sees them as typical figures in the 
national struggle, linked to those dread- 
noughts in the North Sea, and to those 
lines in Flanders and Picardy where 
3ritain holds her enemy at ba. 
Everywhere the same intensity of ef- 
fort, whether in the men or in those 
directing them. And what delicate and 
responsible processes! 

In the next shop, with its rows of 
shining guns, I stop to look at a great 
gun apparently turning Itself. No 
workman is visible for the moment. The 
process goes on automatically, the 
bright steel emerging under the tool 
that here, too, seems alive. Close to it 
is a man winding steel wire, or rather 
braid, on a 15-inch gun; beyond again 
there are workmen and inspectors test- 
ing and gauging another similar giant. 
Look down this shining tube, and watch 
the gauging, now with calipers, now 
with a rubber device avhich takes the 
impression of the rifling and reveals any 
defect. The gauging turns upon the 
ten-thousandt! part of an inch, and 
any mistake or flaw may mean the lives 
o? men. 

We turn. out into a pale sunshine. The 
morning work is over, and the men are 
trooping into the cantees for dinner— 
and we look in a moment to see for our- 
selves how good a meai itis. At Junch-

- Lawyers connected with the city gov- 
ernment are of the opinion that the 
busses might be operated by the park 
department without special authority 
by ordinance, and unless the Aldermen 
decide to reconsider their action at the} 
new session, which convenes Tuesday, 
City Counselor Daues will be asked for 
a formal opinion on the point by ad- 
vocates of the bus line plan. 

The defeat of the bus bill was a sur- 
prise even to a majority of the Alder- 
men, they affirm, and it actually had 
been passed by a vote of 20 to 8 before 
@ speech by President Haller turned 
sentiment against the measure. Eight 
Aldermen then changed .their votes on 
a second roll-call which as ordered, 
and the bill failed of adoption by three 
votes, the vote standing 12 for and 16 
against it. Z 

Argument Made by Haller. 

The sole argument used by President 
Haller, Alderman Barney L. Schwartz 

nd others who spoke against the meas- 
ure was that a bus line in Forest Park 
was in the nature of a luxury which 
the city could not afford in its pres- 
ent straitened financial condition’

provided. 

The bus line could be operated with 
three buses costing $50 each, Commtis- 
sioner Cunliff estimated. 

Those who switched votes on the bill 
were Aldermnen Baur, Bergmann, Bergt, 
Fett, Lohman, McChesney, Scholl and 
Wilbur C. Schwartz. The others who 
voted in the negative on both rollcalls 
were Aldermen Eilers, Gregory, Hampe, 

. Kralemann, Reis, Barney L. Schwartz, 
Wyrick and President Haller. Those 
who voted for the bus line ordinance on 
both rolls were Aldermen Hall, Hart. 
Koenig, Konetzky, Otto, Renick, Rich- 
ter, Rudolph, Udell, Weil and Wiehe.

ALDERMANIC BOARD 


PASSED 794 BILLS 
IN ITS FIRST YEAR| ase 


Few Measures Allowed to Die; 
No Franchises Applied For 
Throughout Term. 


The first annual session of the Board 
of Aldermen created by the hew city 
charter to succeed the bicameral muni- 
cipal assembly, composed of a Council 
and House of Delegates, ended Friday, 
with a record of 985 bills introduced; 4 
passed; 191 defeated, 85 allowed to die 
by expiration of the session, and seven 
bills vetoed by the Mayor after pas- 
sage. 

Compared with the volume of legisla- 
tlon handled by the old charter assem- 
bly, this was a light legislative year, as 
it happend several times that between 
2000 and 3000 bills were disposed of in a 
year by the former bodies. 

.By far the greater number of bills 
enacted related to street, alley and side- 
walk improvements. No franchises wer: 
applied for during the term. 

Few Bills Allowed to Die. 

Only a few bills or more than ordin- 
ary importance were allowed to die by 
the aldermen. Among the most impor*- 
unt not acted upon were one to estab- 
lish the Director of Public Welfare as 
a moving picture censor: another to 
readjust the ward boundaries and a 
third to extend the city fire limits. A 
bill to amend the franchise of the Mc- 
Kinley Traction System, permitting an 
increase in passenger rates across tne 
river from 5 to 10 cents, was introduce3 
this week by Alderman Schoo] to pave 
the way for an investigation of the 
rroposed increase. It was allowed to die 
without action, but will be reintroduced 
rext Tuesday when the next annual ses- 
sion convenes. Rumors of a reorganiza- 
tion of the new session of the alder- 
men, had about subsided when the old 
session ended yesterday. 


Haller Likely to Be President. 

President Julius Haller probably will 
be re-elected to that position by the 
Aldermen without a contest. and ‘ the 
appointive officers will be reappointed 
without opposition, as follows: Clerk, 
Clarence G. Fischer; assistant clerk, 
William V. Dever: page, Herman 
Schworm:; sergeant- at-arms, W. G. 
Mathews,! a negro, and Stenographer, 
Louis H. Luecke. 

Haller was elected Alderman from 
the Twenty-fourth Ward a year ago, 
but the indictment and conviction of 
A. H. Frederick on charges of forging 
real estate deeds led to Frederick’s 
resignation and Haller’s election. There 
were prospects of a three-cornered con- 
test for the presidency at the coming 
session between Haller and Aldermen 
Hall and Rudolph. It is reported that 
Haller’s friends have persuaded one of 
the rival candidates to withdraw from 
tle race and support Haller on condi- 
tion that he be given the appointment 
of chairman of the Ways and Means 
Conimittee. The expected consolida- 
tion of forces on these terms would in- 
sure Haller’s re-election, it is said. and 
it is, therefore, probable that no con- 
test will result. 


COUNCIL OF SOCIAL AGENCIES 


TO. MAKE CHARITY FIELD SURVEY 


Experts Will Investigate 62 Charities 
to Prevent Duplication of 
Relief Measures. 

To prevent duplication of effort among 
charity organizations, and to the end 
that charitable institutions may live up 
to the proper standards, the Central 
Council of Social Agencies has decided 
to place experts in the field to make a 
Survey. This will include the investi- 
gation of 62 charities, and, according 
to officers of the council, will ultimate- 
ly mean a big saving in charity work 

through proper administration. 

The Central Council acts as a clear- 
ing house for a large number of chari- 
tiles and operates in conjunction with 
the Business Men's League. Members 
of the league contribute about 80 per 
cent of the money given to charity in 
St. Louis. Several years ego Francis 
H. McLean of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion was induced by the Business Men's 
League to visit St. Louis and look into 
the charity situation. As a result, he 
formed the Central Council. J. Lion- 
berger Davis is president and Mrs. W. 
E. Fischel is first vice president.

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PASSED 794 BILLS 
IN ITS FIRST YEAR} Se 


Few Measures Allowed to *Die; 
No Franchises Applied For 
Throughout Term. 


The first annual session of the Board 
of Aldermen created by the new city 
charter to succeed the bicameral muni- 
cipal assembly, composed of a Council 
and House of Delegates, ended Friday, 
with a record of 98 bills introduced; «4 
passed; 191 defeated, 8 allowed to die 
by expiration of the session, and seven 
bills vetoed by the Mayor after pas- 
sage. | 

Compared with the volume of legisla- 
tlon handled by the old charter assem- 
bly, this was a light legislative year, as 
it happend several times that between 
2000 and 3000 bills were disposed of in a 
year by the former bodies. 

By far the greater number of bills 
enacted related to street, alley and side- 
walk improvements. No franchises wer2 
applied for during the term. 

Few Bills Allowed to Die. 

Only a few bills or more than ordin- 
ery importance were allowed to die by 
the aldermen. Among the most impor*- 
unt not acted upon were one to estab- 
lish the Director of Public Welfare as 
a moving picture censor: another to 
readjust the ward boundaries and a 
third to extend the city fire limits. A 
bill to amend the franchise of the Mec- 
Kinley Traction System, permitting an 
increase in passenger rates across tie 
river from 6 to 10 cents, was introduce} 
this week by Alderman Schoo! to pave 
the way for an investigation of the 
rroposed increase. It was allowed t» d'e 
without action, but will be reintroduced 
rext Tuesday when the next annual ses- 
sion convenes. Rumors of a reorganiza- 
tion of the new session of the alder- 
men, had about subsided when the old 
session ended yesterday. 

Haller Likely to Be President. 

President Julius Haller probably will 
be re-elected to that position by the 
Aldermen without a contest, and the 
appointive officers will be reappointed 
without opposition, as follows: Clerk, 
Clarence G. Fischer; assistant clerk, 
Willlam V. Dever: page, Herman 
Schworm: Sergeant-at-arms, W. G. 
Mathews,!} a negro, and stenographer, 
Louis H. Luecke. 

Haller was elected Alderman from 
the Twenty-fourth Ward a year ago, 
but the indictment and conviction of 
A. H. Frederick on charges of forging 
real ecstate deeds led to Frederick's 
resignation and Haller’s clection. There 
were prospects of a three-cornered con- 
test for the presidency at the coming 
session between Haller and Aldermen 
Hall and Rudolph. It is reported that 
Haller’s friends have persuaded one of 
the rival candidates to withdraw from 
the race and support Haller on condi- 
tion that he be given the appointment 
of chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. The expected consolida- 
tion of forces on these terms would in- 
sure Haller’s re-election, it is said, and 
it is, therefore, probable that no con- 
test will result.

To prevent duplication of effort among 
charity organizations, and to the end 
that charitable institutions may live up 
to, the proper standards, the -Central 
Council of Social Agencies has decided 
to place experts in the field to make a 
Survey. This will include the investi- 
gation of 62 charities, and, according 
to officers of the council, will ultimate- 
ly mean a big saving in charity work 

through proper administration.

Operators Know Spark Plug and_| 


Batiery Are Necessary, but Not 
Origin or Repair of Units.

The electrical system of the automo 
bile is undoubtedly a most important 
feature. Likewise, it is very compplicat- 
ed. To most operators the eleetric arc 
at the spark plug is unknown 
source. Weall know tnat the motor will 
not run without the spark, but few 
understand how that*spark is created 
for the purpose itn which it is employed. 

Without question, the ignition system 
of the automobile has commanded the 
‘gttention of the best enzineers ever since 
the automobile first made its appear- 
ance. It has passed through many stages 
of progress until at present very little 
trouble is experienced with ignition, The 
difficulty hae not been s0 rmich witn 
conducting or wsing the currant as in 
creating a suitable supply for the pur- 
ppse needed. The modern, efficient, 
high-speed motor must have a quick hot 
spark delivered at the plug, correctly 
timed and positive in delivery. That is 
to say, in the high-speed moter there can 
be no lig to tne epark; neither can there 
%e much Variation of intensity, if the 
best results are to he obtained. 

In the early days of the automobile 
various means were employed to produce 
ignition. A naked flame was used an.! 
exposed to the gas when ready for igni- 
tion. Tater this was supplanted by the 
hot tupe. While ignition of the gas was 
effected, there was no amount of re- 

‘liability. Later the battery was brought 
“Into service as a source of current and 
used in conjunction with an induction 

Rcoil to produce proper ignition. 

: Dry Cell Battery. 

Probably the dry cell battery was the 
first type used as a source of current. 
The dry cell is made up of a zinc shell, 
carbon centerpiece and an electroiste.

The 
purpose of the battery is to store the 
current produced by the generator for 
use by the. starting, lighting and ig- 
nition system.

The specific gravity of the solution in 
a battery is a direct indication of the 
amount of charge it contains. It is 
harinful to allow the battery to remain 
any length of time in a discharged con- 
dition and the electrolyte ‘should be 
tested frequently with a hydrometer 
sattery manufacturers furnish hydro- 
meters for this purpose and full diree- 
tions for its use may be easily ob- 
tained. When fully charged the specific 
&ravity of the solution should be ap- 
proximately 1500. If the specific grav- 
ity is below 120 the battery should be 
recharged at once. At the top of each 
cell will be found filled caps where ad- 
ditional electrolyte or water may be 
added. Frequent Inspection should be 
made to make sure that the plates of 
each cell are covered with the solution.

Referring again to figure 1, 
mary, consisting of heavy insulated 
wire, is wrapped about spool “l’’ in a 
number of layers.

Soft iron offers very little resistance to 
the magnetic lines of force, so that 
when armature is in position, as show!

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TO STANDARDIZE SERVICE] 

Plans have beeen presented and only 
await the approval of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce to 
standardize motor car service through- 
out the country, according to Stanley 
McCloskey, factory service expert from 
the King Motor Car Co., stationed with 
the Johnson Automobile Co., local dis- 
tributors for the King Tight. Mr. 
McCloskey has just received a report 
from George C. Gurney, of the King 
Motor Car Co., which telis him about 
the plans that will change service con- 
ditions generally, benefiting not only 
the manufacturer, but the dealer and | 
owner. 

In Michigan, Mr. McCloskey explains, 
the automobile. manufacturers’ service 
managers have an association called the 
“@ervice Managers’ Association of Mich- 
twan.’’ This is affiliated with the Nation- 
al Automobile Chamber of Commerce, of 
‘which every important automobile man- 
ufacturer, except one, is a member. This 
association has outlined a service plan 
which ig standardized for,all manufac- 
turers, and when placed in operation 
will equalize all service for all dealers. 

“As it is now,’’ Mr. McCloskey says, 
‘no one manufacturer, dealer or owner 
knows what to expect in the way of 
service.” 


LOW OPERATING COST 
INTERESTS BUYER 


“Low running expense is today as bis 
a feature as low cost price in motor 
cars,’ said H. G. Sperreng, local dis- 
tributer of Oakland motor cars. ‘Ten 
years ago we sold only high-priced mo- 
tor cars and sold them only to persons 
of wealth, who could afford’ to pay a 
high operating expense bill. Today we 
are selling to hundreds who have only a 
modest income.

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STUDEBAKER TEACHES 
OWNERS ECONOMY 


Acting on the theory that many a gal- 
lon of gasoline is wasted by the average 
automobile owner in the course of a 
vear, the Studebaker Corporation recent- 
ly carried on a number of tests in all 
sections of the country among owners 
of Studebaker cars. 

These nation-wide testa have resulted 
in greatly increased mileage in many 
cases. It is claimed that averages of 
16 to 18 miles per gallon have been se- 
eured from the four-cylinder models, 
while the six-cylinder cars have pro- 
duced 15 miles per gallon untformly. 

The Studebaker plan works like this: 
An expert calling on an owner who is 
not getting maximum mileage, first dis- 
connects the regular gasoline supply and 
attaches an auxiliary tank containing 
one gallon. The owner then takes the 
wheel and drives a few miles, the ex- 
pert at his side making mental notes. 
At the end of the trip the amount of 
gasoline used is measured. 

The expert then relieves the owner tn 
command. Before starting out he ad- 
justs the carburetor and any other fea- 
tures of mechanism that need adjusting 
in order to secure greatest possible econ- 
omy in operation. The expert. then 
drives the car and drives it properly, 
explaining the owner's faults to him all 
the while. 

Reports show in most cases that the 
owner did not have his carburetor ad- 
usted to best advantage. In other cases 
he might have had a tendency to leave 
the motor running while away from his 
car for a considerable length of time. 
In still other instances, his fault might 
be in speeding up the motor and “‘riding’’ 
the clutch when a shift of gears would 
have been the logical ana economical 
method. Spark plugs may be dirty or 
the motor may have been 
left neglected.

GROWING SCARCER 


Speaking of the effect of the European 
war on the supply of automobile 1a- 
terial in this country, E. E. Alivne, 
president of the Aluminum Castings Co., 
savs that the war has taken all of the 
European supply of aiuminum while at 
the same time the demand for light, ef- 
ficient cars in America has made the 
use of aluminum here absolutely essen- 
tial.

America imported from Europe 25 per 
cent of her aluminum.

The further 
question becomes more ard more in evi- 
dence, “‘Will it not cost more than the 
end is worth? Can justice still be se- 
cured some other way?’ I feel sure 
that men are feeling this far more than 
they express it? 

The period of onset is over; the na- 
tions are now in the grip of war. Shall 
they g0 on and enter the third stage, 
the drag of war, which might perhaps 
be almost interminable, and which might 
more or less deplete the nations to the 
ters. I know that grievous falsehoods 
have been spread in these instances on 
both sides. 

There is one question, which, if as- 

sured of settlement or of adequate con- 
ference, might relegate all others to the 
immediate realm of negotiation. It Is 
this: Would all t!'e nations agree and 
furnish guarantees that such a grad- 
ual limitation of armaments should be 
conceded and such a European federa- 
tion of states established as would as- 
sure the peace of Europe? This, of 
course, would also involve changes in 
form of government, not only in Ger- 
many. but also in Russia and other 
,countries. It might affect the present 
‘system of party government in Great 
Pritain. Indg¢ed, it is admitted that the 
conflict of democracy and autocracy is 
not altogether one whose line of division 
is identical with that which marks off 
the present combinations of states. The 
question of the military system of Ger- 
many is not unlikely to be affected for 
the better by the association of Aus- 
tria, which is not a military people. 

This might involve two difficulties: 
First, the giving up by Germany of 
a fond military system, which she 
has believed essential to moral and, in- 
deed, spiritual discipline; and, second, 
would she trust herself to such a fed- 
eration, in view of the fact that she 
has, as she believes, suffered at the 
hands of the diplomacy of partial fed- 
erations? 


ropean statesmen away from 

questions of territorial division 
and indemnity and discussions as to 
who started the war, and bring them to 
bear on these two questions, we should 
see light. I found a good deal of sup- 
port in high quarters for some such 
plan as ‘‘The League to Enforce Peace.”’ 

This much may, I think, be affirmed: 
There is a disposition towards two 
truths—that economic justice or econom- 
i: growth cannot be gained by military 
means and force, and that militarism 
cannot be put out of existence by mil- 
itary methods. These feelings are in- 
creasingly varying in all quarters, and 
this spirit will bear close watch in the 
next few months. 

There may soon be opportunity for 
some kind of moral intervention. While 
it may need to be unofficial, or se@ii- 
official, I believe that the nations of 
Europe are really looking, or will look, 
fo the United States. I am aware of 
the vehement utterances7z in all these 
nations to the contrary... But we must 
not take too seriously the outward at- 
titude, more or less obtaining in all 
these nations, of dissatisfaction. The 
thoughtful and responsible men of Ger- 
many, France and England will ignore 
these relatively trivial incidents of an 
impossible situation when we find our 
place of leadership. et Suse the 
nations decide to meet “Mace to face, 
without the immediate parWNcipation of 
outside nations, as is perhaps likely, 
they will still require our moral assist- 
ance and sympathy. 

As to the peoples as a whole: In Ger- 
many the prevailing sense is that cf 
deep seriousness, soberness, and a re- 
straint approaching austerity. In 
France one sees the same feeling on 
the one hand, while at the same time 
Paris (France, of course, is not to be 
judged by Paris, whose evils are cos- 
mopolitan, and too largely American), 
has restored something of her gaiety 
and even among those whose spirit is 
that of resolution there seems to be, 
at the present moment, a lack of any- 
thing like austerity. While thoughtful 
men in England are grave and deter- 
mined, the war has not seemed as yet 
to affect the people as a whole with the 
sense of its calamity. 

I suppose these moods vary accord- 
ing.to temperament, to the exigencies 
of the moment, the question of person- 
al and family sacrifice, the nearness 
or remoteness of actual events, and 
the status of victory or defeat, and I 
presume our own mation-would be af- 
fected in these same various ways. On 
the whole, I found among people of the 
upper and middle classes less sense of 
calamity thag I had looked for. With 
the working and common people, and es- 
pecially with such groups as the Social- 
ists, one finds the most real sense of 
suberness, although there are excep- 
tions to this. 

The one thing which has been our 
strongest asset of influence has been 
the relief work of America and the 
American churches. But it has not been 
adequate or proportional. I learned in 
conference with*Edgar Rickard, honor- 
ary secretary of the Belgian Relief Com- 
mission, that, while personalities like 
Mr. Hoover had rendered the greatest 
service, our contributions of money had 
been disproportionate as contrasted with 
Canada and Great Britain, although, of 
course, this is offset by our gifts of 
food and supplies. 

Indeed, our most serious weakness Is 
due to the reproach in which we are 
held because of the allegation, more or 
less made among all the nations, that 
we ave utilizing the war for our econo- 
mic and commercial gain. 

There are moments in the life of 
nations, as with individuals, when the 

soul ef the nation in the inviolable «oli- 
ture of fits own personality stands face 
to face with the divine reality, and no 
other nation may intrude beyond the 
vail into the Holy of Holies. And yet 
human help, delicately and reservedly 
and humbly offered, may assist human 
’ beings to answer the questions of their 
own souls. 

We may ourselves believe and ask our 
Christian brethren of the nations t>* 
believe the best they can of one anoth- 
er. We may, by admitting our own 
share of blame for an un-Christian civ- 
iilization, suggest, without offense, the 
wider distribution of that blame. We 
may, without intruding upon men's con- 
aciences, in the spirit of the publican 
find ways of suggesting that peace an! 
justice will both be approached by the 
churthes, and especially the responsible 
Christian leaders of all nations, rising 
above the conflict (even though led in 
it by conscience) into a higher spiritual

The 
work mapped out for the student sol- 
diers is of an intensive sort. Experi- 
enced army men declare that with a 
few summers spent in a training camp 
a student is qualified to act as an 
officer of volunteers in case of war. 

Business men are co-operating with 
those interested in the training camp 
movement to the extent of encour- 
aging their employes to take one 
of the courses. Nearly 200 big cor- 
porations have offered their employes 
the time off with pay.

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TELLS HOW BANDITS 
EW 3 AMERICANS 
T ROSARIO, MEX 


—_— 


Man Lived to Relate Details Be- 
cause Mexicans Wouldn’t Shoot 
Women and Children. 


@orrespondence of the Associated Press 
MAZATLAN, Mexico., Apr ril 15. —De- 


tails of the murder by Mexican bandits 
of F. C. Burke, Roderick Davidson and 
Walter Wallace, Americans, and a Span- 
ish railroad conductor, south of Rosario, 
were told today by V. H. York, an 
American of the party, whom the ban- 
dits didn’t kill because of the danger of 
shooting women and children clinging 
to him. ‘Telegraphic dispatches April 6 
gave only the bare fact of the murders. 

The murdered Americans, York, his 
two children and wife, and Burke’s wife 
and two children, had nearly’ reached 
Rosario, State of Sinaloa, in their push 
cars from Acaponeta, 100 miles south- 
ward. where Burke was station agent 
for the Southern Pacific of Mexico Rail- 
road. They had been marooned for 
months. It had taken the party weeks 
to get within sight of their goal and 
safety. 

Early in the morning they had reached 
a deep cut and, breakfast- hungry, Wal- 
lace, Davidson and Roderigo, the Span- 
iard, leaped from their cars when they 
saw a ranchhouse in the distance. There 
vas a volley of shots as they reached 
the crest of the track embankment and 
tumbled backward, dead. 
handed a child in his arms to 
his. wife as the robbers, nine of them, 
<lid down the embankment. A second 
later he fell dead with two bullets in his 
body. 

The women and children all clung then 
to York, who tried to shake himself free 
to protect them, not realizing that it 
vas they who would save his life. 

The bodies were brought to Mazatlan 
anc placed in a station outside of town, 
on the advice of the American Consul, 
to allay indignation.

$25,000 POUNDS 


Animals Used on the Expedition 
Consume 74 Tons of Hay and 
Oats Each 24 Hours. 


BIG PROBLEM TO PROVIDE 


One Brings in Supplies for 
Every Three in Field; Trucks, 
Wagons and Pack Trains in 
Use.

IN THE FIELD, AMERICAN EX- 
PEDITION, CHIHUAHUA, April 7 
(via Aero to Columbus, N. M., April 
15).—The expeditionary army is eating 
nearly 25,000 pounds of rations daily and 
the animals 148,000 pounds daily. This 
food must be distributed over a line 
of communication 400 miles in length, 
an undertaking which officers here de- 
clare is not equalled in Europe; for 
in Europe they are usihg railroads, and 
here all the work is done with motor 
trucks, mule teams and pack trains. 

An army of men greater in number 
than Villa’s outlaws is handling supply 
bases and transportation. The Villis- 
tas in this little game of hide and seek 
must snatch a few tortillas here and 
a chunk of beef there, letting the horses 
depend entirely on grazing. 

If the army had made a brilliant 
dash forward for Villa, as some seem 
to think should have been done, there 
doubtless would have been heavy Amer- 
ican losses, instead of the few slightly 
wounded. For the army did not move 
faster than its supplies and the sup- 
plies did not move faster than the road- 
bed—in other words, the highways were 
perfected and bridges built as the army 
progressed southward. The fighting 
men, transportation organizations and 
engineers acted ‘in constant harmony. 

Supply Trains Soon Started. 

As the troops crossed the border, 
ganization of another army to -care for 
the commissary, provision trains 
equipment and bases becaine immedia- 
ately necessary. As the troops were 
entering Mexico, flat cars reached Col- 
umbus carrying motor trucks. They 
were put into service as soon as they 
cceuld be unloaded, and almost daily 
these cars have been reaching Colum- 
bus, -until now there are seven truck 
trains of ears each and soon 100 
more will be added to the force. There 
are trains of 28 wagons each, four 
niules pulling each wagon. There are 
also trains of pack mules, each train 
consisting of 62 animals. For every 
tt:ree soldiers in the expeditionary field 
force there is one man handling sup- 
plies; this does not include the mess 
crews. 

There are more than 600 animals 
with the army, and each gets li 
pounds of hay and 10 pounds of oats 
daily, but lately there has been a 
shortage of oats. Whenever there is 
any shortage, the animals are taken 
out to graze. 

It is as necessary to feed the motor 
trucks as the men and animals, so 
£000 gallons of gasoline are consumed 
caily—exclusively of that used by the 
aviation squadron. To carry this enor 
mous amount of food for horses and 
gasoline for cars such a large space 
1s necessary in the transportation fa- 
cilities that bringing in food for the 
men gives the commissary departmen: 
a bg problem, but one which it is 
solving. Each man in the army gets 
a daily ration of three and a quarter 
pounds, one pound being meat which 
may be beef, bacon, salted or corned 
beef. Four pounds of coffee are al- 
lotted to each 100 men. Beans, to- 
matoes, salt and pepper make up the 
remainder of the allowance. fm 

Food in Large Quantities. 

At the field headquarters there are 
long parallel lines of bags, boxes and 
barrels of food and nearly a mountain 
of baled hay. Potatoes come in big 
bags and bacon in bales. Beans are 
kept in an immense bin. Loading and 
unloading of trucks and wagons calls 
for a large amount of manual labor, and 
Mexicans are employed at $2 a day, 
American money. These Mexicans hope 
that the Americans will be a long time 
chasing Villa, for the American~pay is 
about #0 times that paid by the (de- 
leted). 

If it becomes necessary 
troops on emergency rations, the com- 
missary is prepared to give cach man 
a daily supply of jerked beef and a food 
much similar to pemmican. These lat- 
ter rations are easily carried, need no 
further preparation and at the same 
time make substantial sustenance. 

But there are other supplies which 
must be hauled besides rations and gas- 
cline. A ton of horseshoes, another of 
rails and harness are always brought 
along, for each organization must carry 
a saddler and blacksmith, who are just 
as necessary to the army as are cooks. 
Tobacco is brought from the border, a 
tor at a time, ghd the supply lasts an 
amazingly —shert time. Yesterday $300 
worth of tobacco was sold to the men. 

Ammunition is loaded into both mule 
wagons and trucks, the former carrying 
2500 pounds and the latter 3000. Supply 
trains now have gone as far south as 
(deleted), much to the relief of the 
forces at the real front, who had been 
undergoing great strain without abun- 
dent food. As soon as a truck or wagon 
train reaches the southern base it 
unloaded and starts back on its 300-mile 
trip to the border—a journey which may 
require five days, for overnight stops 
are made.

Consular dispatches indicated 
the steamship Margam Abbey 
attacked without warning on April 
8 and that the Aberdeen bark Inver- 
lyon was sunk Ly shell fire after the 
crew had been forced into the smail 
boats more than 100 miles from 
ghore. Americans were aboard both 
ships and were endangered. 

According to a report froin the Amer- 
ican Consul at Queenstown, the crew of 
the Inverlyon was given only 15 minutes 
to abandon the vessel. He sald the ship 
Was unarmed and made no resistance. 
Two Americans, he reported. were 
@mong those forced into the small boats. 

An American, John D. Harrison of 
Chicago, was a steward on the Margam 
Abbey. He was rescued. 

These two cases are being inves- 
tigated and may be included in the 
American indictment of German meth- 
ods of conducting submarine warfare, 
Which, it was understood tonight, 
probably will be ready for transmis- 
sion to Betlin early next week.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 15.—It was

| ral merely to purchase supplies, that 
precipitated an action between Mexicans 
and Americans there Wednesday, accord- 
‘ing to an official report received tonight 
from Gen. Pershing. 

His report was the first official news 
received of the incident 


that hus been 


which drew from Carranza the urgent 
recommendation that American 
troops be withdrawn and though brief 
it confirmed the report sent by Consul 
lL.etecher from Chihuahua Thursday. 

Gen. Pershing sent his report in dupli- 
eate from Satevo, 99 miles northwest 
of Parral. It appeared that he did not 
receive a report from the troops yet in 
the vicinity of Parral until today and 
that upon its receipt he forwarded his 
'report to Gen. Funston immediately. 

He said that a part of the soldiers. 
‘leaving their arms at the camp outside 
ithe town, entered to buy food. They 
were fired upon and retreated in the 
‘direction of the camp. The troops 
' there moved forward to meet the Mex- 
| icans who were pursuing the retreating 
troops, and began a sharp fire, killing 
' 40 Mexicans. 

No Mention of Wounded. 

He reported the American dead as 
two. No mention of wounded either 
among the Americans or Mexicans was 
made. 

The American troops were a detach- 
ment of the 10th (negro) cavalry and if 
was indicated that they were command: 
ed by Col. W. C. Brown. 

Gen. Penshing also reported he had

Fuller Report Asked For. 

Gen. Funston did not regard Gen. Fer- 
sing’s report as wholly satisfactory, how- 
ever, because of its brevity, he sent 
him a message tonighce asking him te 
umplify the report as quickly as pos- 
sible. Whether the attack on the men 
who went into Parral was made by 
residents or by soldiers or whether by 
both was unstated and no mention was 
made of any assistance given by the 
, Mexican troops in the suppression of 
rioters or in the restoration of order. 

One copy of the,.report was 
through Consul Letcher at Chihuahua in 
‘the State Department code. This was 
sent from Chihuahua over the commer- 
‘Cclal wires in control of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. The American military has 
not not been permitted to use the wires 
for transmission of coded messages.

The United States Government 
is willing to give assurances that 
the American troops will be witpd- 
drawn within a “reasonable tinie” 
or as soon as it is established 
definitely that Villa has reached 
a point where he can be dealt 
with better by the Carranza 
forces, 

These points, it became known here 
tonight, were discussed fully at yes- 
terday’s cabinet meeting. The’ Presi- 
dent's advisers are said to have agreed 
on such a course in the belief that it 
would ‘make stronger the chances of 
catching Villa. A reply to Gen. Car- 
ranza is said to be virtually completed 
and is expected to go forward in a 
very short time. 

Meantime the pursuit of Villa by the 
American troops will continue. Secre- 
tary Baker sharply outlined this today 
in a formal statement. 

No Change in Orders. 

“The status of the expedition into 
Mexico is as it was at the beginning, 
in cordial co-operation with the defacto 
government of Mexico,’ he said. “That 
co-operation continues and the expedi- 
tion continues. There has been no 
change Jn the orders and none is in 
contemplation.” 

Secretary Baker and other officials 
laid stress on the fact that co-operation 
of the Carranza troops was regarded as 
an important element, and the negotla- 
tions for an agreement with the de fucto 
government will be conducted with the 
idea that such an agreement wuvuuld 
strengthen Carranza at home, and at 
the same timé make easter the task of 
catching Villa. 

The lines. of communication of the 
American troops following .Villa al- 
ready have been lengthened to the point 
where sending supplies has become dif- 
ficult, and it is realized here that it 
would be extremely hazardous for them 
to go much farther.

MEXICO CITY, April 15.—The state- 
ment is published here and is given 
credence by the Mexican people that the 
I'nited States has announced its inten- 
tion of withdrawing the troops now pur- 
suing Villa. 

Hizh officials of the Government to- 
day expressed great pleasure at this, but 
neither Gen. Carranza nor any mem- 
bers of his Cabinet would discuss the 
matter officially. They desire to await 
official advices, they said, from the 
Mexican Ambassador at Washington, 
Eliseo Arredondo. 

The newspapers, however, basing their 
comment “fon the announced intention 
of the United States to withdraw,” de- 
clare that the international crisis has 
passed and that the United States has 
once more shown its friendship and its 
desire not to violate the sovereignty 
or injure the susceptibilities of the Mex- 
ican nation.”’

St. Louis Members of National 
Society Study Birds and Vege- 
tation at Highlands. 


NO WATER TO_ DRINK 


Party, Made Up Mainly of School 
Teachers, Quench Thirst 
With Oranges. 


Nature, as she exhibits herself about 
Meramec Highlands, was studied on a 
seven-mile hike yesterday by 3 mem- 
bers of the St. Louis section of the 
American Nature Study Society, 26 of 
whom were women teachers in the 
public schools. 

Although the Meramec River is some- 
where in the district, the members were 
asked in advance to bring oranges to 
allay their thirst. Nature failed to 
reveal herself in the way of bubbling 
springs, limpid brooks or _ rippling 
streams, afid the 30 nature students 
had a thirsty luncheon on a cliff over- 
looking an abandoned limestone quarry. 

But there were lizards—lots of them. 
The lizards were nature. They were 
there to be studied. Some of the 
women even chased the lizards. Some 
thirsty teachers said that they had 
heard lizards could live without water 
and they wotid like to know how. 

Lizards, however, were the low-lived 
portion of the trip. One of the high 
spots was when Lewis M. Dougan, 
principal of the Shaw school, espied 
a dandelion sticking its head out of 
a littl® cleft in the limestone cliff. He 
immediately called the attention of the 
party to the dandelion and said that 
it exemplified the idea of Tennyson in 
his line: ‘‘Flower in crannied wall.’’ 
The party was searched for the accom- 
panying lines, but none of the school 
teachers had the entire quotation in 
mind. Dougan then explained that the 
dandelion was of interest as showing 
the formation of earth from the decay 
of rock. He said that within 100 vears 
all the railroad cuts in the country, 
made through solid rock, would be 
covered with verdure. 

Authorities on Hand. 

Shackleford, principal of the 
and president of the 
iocal section of the society, was in 
charge of the trip. H, C. Drayer, prin- 
cipal of the Jackson school, was the 
authority on botanical matters and E. 
H. Christie, principal of the Hodgen 
school, was the authority on birds. 

The party, armed with waterless 
iuncheons, started from the Frisco sta 
tion at Meramec Highlands at 11 a. m., 
returning to the station late in the 
afternoon. 

President Shackleford explained that 
it was the object of the society to make 
the wonders of nature more familiar to

One of the first things to which at- 
tention was called was the constant

chipping sparrow, blue-jay, cardinal, 
meadow lark, downy woodpecker, hairy 
woodpecker, phoebe and flicker. When 
discussing the calls of the birds he said 
that the members should treat them- 
selves to an early morning visit to the 
woods if they wished to get a real idea 
of bird talk. He whistled a number of 
the bird calls. Time and again, when 
some bird call would be heard from a 
distance, the signal for silenc® was 
given to the party, but the bird seldom 
repeated its song. 

Party Carries Field Glasses. 

Almost all the members of the party 


carried field glasses and the actions of 


the birds were followed at close range, 
particularly a group of peto 
building their nests in holes that had 
been abandoned by woodpeckers. 

In speaking of the abandoned lime- 
stone quary, Shackleford said that work 
had been given up because of the dis- 
covery of defects in the stone.

10 REPAY $37,000 


Stephen Le Page,, of East St 
Louis, Arranges to Obtain Loan 
for More Than Amount. 


Arrangements were made yesterday 
by which the treasury of the Outlying 


School District of East St. Louis will be 
reimbursed for $37,000 which bondsmen 


Stephen LePage, member of the [IIli- 


nols Legislature and treasurer of the 
school district, say he told them he 
had used in private real estate trans- 
actions. 

LePage has turned over to the 
bondsmen a schedule of his rea] estate 
holdings. He estimated the property 
was worth $106,000. The bondsmen say 
they consider it worth at least $80,000. 
An East St. Louls bank will lend 50 
per cent of the valuation, and the 
school district treasury will be reim- 
bursed from the loan. 

The use of the money by LePage 
was not publicly known until yester- 
day, when one of the bondsmen, who 
asked that. his name be withheld. told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that LePage 
had informed three of the bondsmen of 
the matter last Wednesday. 

Treasurer for 12 Years. 

For 12 years LePage has been treas- 
urer of the schoo) district. There never 
has been an accounting of the school 
funds during that time. Such ‘an ac- 
counting has become necessary because 
LePage soon is to retire from the posi- 
tion. It is expeeted that August Egg- 
man will be appointed to the place by 
the school trustees. 

At the conftrence, when LePage told 
of the use of the money, were Maurice 
V. Joyce, an attorney; Robert B. Gilles- 
pie, president of the Tllinois State Bank, 
and Charles B. Goedde, all of whom 
had been on LePage’s bond at some 
time during the 12 vears. ; 

One of these bondsmen told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that LePage said he 
had been using the school funds in buy-

Ing real estate ever since he had been 
treasurer of the district, and that he 
did not have the ready money which 
an acounting would show was in the 
fund, te turn over to his successer.

Addition to Senate Bill Provides 
$500 Yearly for All Above 
Captain. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Two more 
previsions designed {6 strengthen the 
federal status of the national guard 
were written into the Senate Army Bill 
teday. In the course of a debate en- 
livened by charges that federal funds 
provided the national guard in past 
years had been thrown away foolishly 
and in some cases embezzled, the Sen- 
ate adopted amendments providing that 
all officers of the guard above the 
rank of captain be paid $00 a year by 
the Federal Government and that all 
guardsmen on enlistment be required 
to take an oath to obey orders from 
the President as well the governors of 
their respective states, 

Senator Borah, in a speech: opposing 
the Reed amendment for federal pay, 
declared the $8,000,000 available annually 
for use of the guard ufider the Dick 
militia law had been ‘‘shamefully”’ util- 
ized by officers to the exclusion of en- 
listed men and that some of it had been 
‘“‘embezzled.”’ 

To support his charge, Senator Borah 
cited the annual report of the War De- 
partment on the expenditure of the mil- 
itia fund.

Uncertain Foreign 
Makes Brokers Cautious on 
the Bull Side. 


RAILWAYS ARE BUSY 


Earnings Statements of All Lines 
Make Good Monthly 
Showings. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Apri! 15.—The Dvening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly finan- 
cial review, says: 

“The attitude of the financial com- 
munity, taken as a whole, is not alto- 
gether easy to determine. One does not 
encounter on Wall street nowadays e6x- 
actly the state of mind which was #0 
plainly in evidence after the sinking of 
the sitania. In the first outbreak 
of feeling over that hideous crime, it 
is ‘probable that even in many of the 
most conservative financial quarters a 
diplomatic break with Germany, it not 
outright war, was both expected and 
desired. 

“Subsequent reflection and subsequent 
consideration modified that violence of 
feeling—not least through bringing up 
uch questions as the effect of such a 

reak on our country’s work of relief 
in B um, on our task in providing 
munitions and, not least, on the high 
{importance of maintaining the greatest 
of the neutral states in an economic 
position in which it could serve to 
mitigate the economic reaction of the 
world at large, when the war is end- 
ed and the process of financial recon- 
struction begins. 

There necessarily exists some point at 
which such considerations would be 
swept aside, even by Wall street, and 
the Stock Exchange was certainly 
brought this week to renewed and sober 
consideration of what a diplomatic rup- 
ture with Germany would actually 
mean. The conclusion reached by the 
financial markets has not been clear. 

The Market Movement. 

“The decline of prices on the news 
of Berlin's communication (even 
when that news was coupled with 
the very unpleasant incidents in Mex- 
{fco) was not of abnormal violence. 
Yt affected standard investment se- 
curities very slightly, and it was fol- 
lowed by rapid and sharp recovery. 
This might have reflected either a 
belief that Berlin itself would _ in 
some way avert the threatened crisis, 
or a belief that the financial conse- 
quences, even of an outright break, 
would not be much more disturbing 
than the consequences of the perpet- 
ual state of expectancy of suoh re- 
sult, which the tortuous policy of the 
German Foreign Office and the sav- 
age practices of the German Admi- 
ralty, have forced on the American 
public mind. * 

“The Stock Exchange has discount- 
ed’ a good deal of this unsettlement 


‘and unrest since the year began. Un- 


questionably, actual news that the 
end of neg irritating negotiations 
had arrived, would come with a shock 
to the speculative market; but the 
further results, whether on fhe Stock 
Pachange or in general trade, would 
argely depend on the conclusion 
r hed, as to how far the country’s 
opal economic position would be 
altered in any material respect. 
ilways’ Earnings Large. 

*tA mon the particularly interesting 
statements of the day, was the com- 
pilation of railway earnings. The Feb- 
ruary returns, compiled to include the 
Jatest statements, show an increase Over 
last year of 27% per cent in gross and 
6644 in net. Gross earnings for March, 
as thus far reported by a much smaller 
number of roads, increased 19% per 
cent over 1915. In the more complete 
February figures, it is well worth point- 
ing out that by far the largest ratio of 
inerease, both in gross and net, oc- 
urred in the group of railways travers- 
ng the Middle West.

613,625 Bales Consumed in 
March Breaks All Monthly 


Records. 


The report of the Census Bureau, 
showing the consumption of cotton 
in the United States during the 
month of March, was very bullish; 
no such large quantity of cotton has 
ever before been consumed in one 
month in this country. Further, the 
consumption for the eight months of 
the season is the greatest on record. 
The figures are: Consumption for 
March, 1916, 618,625 bales, compared 
with 628.959 last year, and 640,711 in 
1914; consumption for eight months, 
ending March 81, 1916, 4,228,990 
bales, compared with 3,578,215 last 
year, and 3,766,210 the year before. 
Year before last was the year of the 
greatest consumption ty American 
mills. This year, so far, has sur- 
assed it by 460,000 bales, with two- 
hirds of the year gone, and no pros- 
pect of a let-up in activity. 

For the 1s months ending July 31, 
1914, the consumption was 56,626,078 
ales. The present rate of consump- 
tion will bring the total for the cur- 
rent 12 months up to 6,343,392 bales. 
The present disposition of American 
mills is to buy cotton beyond their 
immediate needs, and there has been 
a good demand from domestic manu- 
facturers. :

Hessian fly and green bug scare as 
soon as the weather turns warm. 


It {is generally admitted that the 
crop in ansas and Nebraska is in 
good condition, but the latter state 
needs rain badly, and reports of the 
last few days indicate that the crop 
there has gone back somewhat from 
the high condition of 88 shown on 
April 1. Furthermore, there is little 
likelihood of the spring wheat crop 
equaling anything near the record 
total of last year of 366,000,000 bush- 
éls, as seeding is late. and indica- 
tions are that a considerable reduc- 
tion in acreage will be shown. 

During the last two days, traders 
say, there has been good buying of 
wheat on the breaks, of holdings 
thrown over owing to the political 
situation. And some of the best 
traders claim that when this buying 
is finished advancing prices will be 
in order. A report was circulated on 
the Merchants’Exchange yesterday 
that correspondents’ reports to one o 
the largest business houses in St. 
Louis, indicated that the winter 
wheat crop is short 
at the present writing. Should this 
prove true, and the spring wheat har- 
vest fall much below last year, traders 
assert that Europe will be forced to 
take American wheat at high prices 
as only the record American crop of 
last year has permitted foreign coun- 
tries to buy their supplies at recent 
ridiculously low figures, tn the face 
of the greatest war in the history of 
the world. " 

Of course peace in Europe would 
upset all calculations in the wheat 
market, as it would open the Darda- 
nelles to shipments of Russian wheat, 
where two crops have Been harvested 
without an export outlook. Indi- 
cations are, however, that the war 
will be on next year at this season: 
and, if so, Europe may not be in a 
position to purchase her wheat at 
low figures, especially, if, with the 
American crop small as indicated, any

'U. S. ARMY OFFICER STOPS 
HAWAIIAN BOXING SHOW 


HONOLULU, April 1li.—Plans for a 
wrestling and boxing carnival here tonight 
were disrupted after all seats to the enter- 
tainment had been sold, by orders from 
Brigadier-General John P. Wisger. com- 
manding the Hawaiian Department of fhe 
United States army, which forbade the par- 
ticipation of enlisted men in boxing or 
wrestling contests. Ten soldiers were on 


tonight's program. 

The action was taken following a com- 
plaint to Gen. Wisser by the Honolulu Civic 
Federation, which declared the exhibition 
to be an evasion of the terrtory’s anti-prize- 
fight laws.

But the first alternative is far worse still. Suppose 
my immortal soul would be really my conscious Ego. 
It would remain connected with everything that was 
dear to me, it would’ preserve all my feelings. Now, 
think of this: Reduced to the state of a soul without 
organs, without means for exercising the slightest 
action on the material world, I would see my child 
weep and would be unable to comfort her; I would ac- 
company her life, witness her distress, her pains, her 
dangers, her despair, and I would be incapable of aid- 
ing her, defending her, encouraging her. This would 
be a torture worse than all the torments attributed to 
hell. Annihilation would be a blessing compared with 
the existence of a feeling but paralytic soul, an impo- 
tent witness of all sufferings. 

The immortality of the personality is neither conceiv- 
able nor desirable. Nothingness is more consoling. All 
one ought to desire is a death which does not come 
prematurely, but at the precise hour when one has 
accomplished all of one’s tasks and completed the circle 
of the vital obligations. Such a death—this is my in- 
nermost conviction—can have no terror for anybody. 


NATURAL INTIMATIONS OF IMMORTALITY. 


By the Late Monsignor Robert Hugh Benson. 

N purely natural grounds—apart, that is to say, 
from the revelation that God has made to man 
on the subject—perhaps the strongest argument 
for the immortality of the individual soul is 

the ineradicable instinct of moral responsibility. 
It is surely utterly impossible to explain away this 
deep conviction felt by every normal person, that each 


man is himself responsible for his past, and will have — 


to face the results of his past actions, by the theory 
that it is no more than a kind of inherited social in- 
stinct. How, therefore, unless personal identity be pre- 
served, can this conviction be justified? 

A second reason, again drawn from experience quite 
apart from revelation, for believing in personal im- 
mortality, may be found in the argument from love. Hu- 
man love is, by common consent, the most sublime of 
human emotions. Yet, if personal immortality be a 
dream only, these profound emotions and relation- 
ships are completely deceptive. For in their very es- 
sence they demand permanence and eternal renewal. 

A third natural reason for personal immortality is 
slowly emerging from the researches of psychologists. 
These are beginning to establish the fact that in the 
hour of dissolution, when mortal faculties are beginning 
to fail, and the senses become obscured, certain activi- 
ties—and those emphatically not such activities as may 
be compared with the leap of a dying candle-flame— 
begin to reveal themselves. 

It is, for example, entirely accepted by all who have 
given thought to the subjeet, that at or about the time 
of death examples continually and frequently take place 
of what is known as “telepathic communication” be- 
tween the dying person and those with whom he is in 
mental sympathy. 

Many theories have been formed on the subject, but 
at least there emerges from them all thé solid fact that 
certain of the deepest faculties of man, so far from 
sharing in the dissolution and failure that accompany 
the death of the body, are actually released from such 
dissolution into an activity never before experienced. 

What conclusion can be drawn from these facts ex- 
cept that the mortality is not entire—that the deepest 


identity of a man, that is to say, can energize and exist 


apart from his body? 

For Christians, of course, the question is settled. It 
is quite impossible for anyone who accepts the resur- 
rection of Christ as a fact to be content with vague doc- 
trines of “absorption into the soul of the world,” or 
of that Pantheism towards which the non-Christian 
thought of the present day is so rapidly moving. 


In “waking 
consciousness,” the activity is shown through the pbhy- 
sical body; but man is not “awake” all the time. 

Consciousness is active when the body sleeps, and 
psychologists have investigated the “dream conscious- 
ness,” and by the study of dreams, of trance conditions, 
hypnotic and mesmeric, they have accumulated a num- 
ber of facts which show that when the senses are dead- 
ened and the brain is inactive, the consciousness mani- 
fests certain powers more extensive than it can show 
during the use of its ordinary physical apparatus. To 
put it in other words, the consciousness which works 
in the waking body is largely withdrawn from the body 
when it sleeps, and consciousness is less impeded in 
the exercise of its powers when it is working outside 
the dense and comparatively sluggish matter of the 
physical body. 

In certain conditions of very deep trance the conscious- 
ness is almost withdrawn from the astral as well as 
the physical body, and then it works in still rarer re- 
gions, and we have the visions of the saints, of great 
seers like Swedenborg. 

Many an experience of happiness and of suffering, as 
the results of the earth-life, are engraven by the con- 
sciousness on the spirit’s memory, and appear as “con- 
science” in a subsequent life, as the impulse to do the 
right or to abstain from the wrong. 

Our future is in our own hands, for the Spirit, who is 
Man, is the Inner Ruler Immortal; we create our fu- 
ture by our present, for we live in a world of law, and 
for him who lives nobly, death is but the entrance into 
a larger consciousness, a fuller life.

I told her that any ecclesiastical fledge 
ling or Salvation Army captain would have been able 
to give her a definite reply at once. 

This is a material world in which we live. All the 
matter that goes to make up our bodies, like all other 
matter, is eterpal; it has always existed and will al- 
ways exist. As far as the soul, the mind, or the spir- 
itual part is concerned, this, like electricity, is only a 
condition of matter; it is not eternal in the same sense 
that matter is. It has been transmitted to us by our 
parents, and we, on our part, are able to transmit it 
to our children; so we live again in our descendants.

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# Career of & 
Policeman No. 1 


In his 50 years of continuous service in the St. Louis depart- 


ment, criminals of all classes sought his life, and 
although he captured between 25 and 30 murderers 


he never killed a man or shot one—Sole survivor of 
band which pursued the James gang—Participated 


in 13 major battles and between 50 and 60 skir- 
mishes in the Civil War and captured a Confederate 
officer when armed only witha flagstaff __:: 


He. struck the officer’s skoulder 


with the spear point of the flagstaff. 


MAN who survived 13 of the fiercest bat- 
tles of the Civil War, three sieges and 
between 50 and 60 skirmishes after serv- 
ing in the Union army for three years, 
observed the other day the fiftieth anni- 
versary of his entrance into a calling 
which exposed him for most of the re- 

maining years of his life to perils almost as great as 
those he encountered when a soldier. He is Thomas 
W. Purcell, signal officer at the Mounted District Police 
Station, who became a member of the force March 29, 
1866, and who is the first policeman to complete a half 
century of service in St. Louis. He is No. 1 on the 
rolls of the department. ) 

Purcell, in the line of duty, has had innumerable 
hand-to-hand fights with desperadoes of every class and 
has been shot at; he once flirted with death when a 
member of a _ little band which was detailed to run 


down the James gang; he came unscathed through the ~ 


worst cholera epidemic the city ever knew, and in the 
early days he walked a beat which was a veritable lane 
of death, for it was peopled by toughs who had vowed 
to get him. But there he is, out at the Mounted Station, 
a fine, erect figure of a man, nearly six feet tall and 
muscular, with bright blue eyes, gray mustache and 
short beard and a complexion as pink as a girl’s, which 
bespeaks right living. Now he expects to die with his 
boots off, but it apparently will be a good many more 
years before this occurs. 

On March 29, 1866, Purcell was a young discharged 
soldier with an excellent record, who expected in a 
short time to go to New Orleans to take a job with 
the Southern Express Co, which had been offered to 
him by one of the Generals under whom he had served 
in the war. He thought that while he was waiting for 
this job he would work for a little while on the police 
force, appointments not being. hard to obtain in those 
days before the civil service, and discharged soldiers 
being given the preference over civilians. So he did, 
expecting to do police work about a month.* But the 
position in New Orleans-did not materialize and he 
remained. 

Purcell’s beat was in a region which contained more 
bad men to the square foot than any other district in 
the city. It lay in what is now the Carr Street Dis- 
trict and extended from the rger westward along Wash, 
Carr. Biddle, Cass and adjoining streets. Along the 
river front was an ice plant and a sugar factory which 
employed a good many men whose good behavior Pur- 
celi was charged with overseeing. But they were a 
wild. hard drinking lot, and he had his hands full, not 
that they had anything against the young Irishman 
personally, but because they resented the presence of 
any policeman. 

In the course of his peregrinations through the dis- 
trict. Purcell became acquainted with a young fellow 
countryman and a warm friendship sprang up between 
them. The Irishman was “green,” and the policeman 
occasionally gave him some good advice. These acts 
of kindness undoubtedly saved his life, for one day 
Purcell’s friend came to him and said, “Tom, they are 
going to kill you tonight.” 

The plan was a good one if it had worked out. It 
was part of Purcell’s duty to see that as much peace 
as possible was kept in a tough saloon on his beat and 
this necessitated his entering the place nightly. On 
this night the gang had arranged for one of its mem- 
bers to slip behind the policeman and close and lock 
the door after he had entered. Then he was to be an- 


nihilated. 


up a small target. Then, stepping away a goodly num- 
ber of paces, he drew his revolver and quickly fired 
five shots into the heart of the target. He reloaded 
his pistol, replaced it in its holster and walked away, 
without having uttered a word. 

“After that,’”’ he declares, “I couldn’t have been safer 
if I had been on duty in the Mayor’s office.” 


But Purcell once had a narrower escape than that— 
at least he regards it as the tightest squeak of his life. 
On a bright, moonlight night, after he had been on the 
force about two years, he was chasing a burglar on 
Twenty-second street between Wash and Carr streets 
when the man suddenly darted up an alley and Purcell 
went in pursuit. The shadows thrown by the buildings 
made one side of the alley intensely dark while the 
other side was thrown into sharp relief by the moon-

light. After he had gone a short distance the policeman 
lost sight of his quarry, but continued searching in the 
yards and areaways where the mooglight did not pene- 
trate. While thus engaged he suddenly detected a gleam 
a little to his left and with his right arm brought his 
night stick sharply downward and upward. The stick 
struck a man’s arm and at that instant there was the 
report of a revolver, but the bullet went harmlessly 
over the policeman’s head. A second later and the man 
would have fired point blank into Purcell’s body. Need- 
less to say, the burglar slept in a cell that night. 
Purcell is the sole survivor of a little band of eight 
men selected by the United States Government in the 
early 70s to run down the James gang of outlaws, who 
just then were at the height of their depredations. 
They returned four months later without having ac- 
complished their mission, for too many avenues of in- 
formation w@re open to the James boys and they were 
always just a few jumps ahead of the representatives 


When Purcell approached the place 
that night he unsheathed his revolver 
—a big navy pistol which he had car- 
ried in the army and which would fair- 
ly blow a man to. pieces at short range 

boldly opened the door and started 
into the saloon. His friend’s tip had 
been a good one, for he had no sooner 
got inside than he observed a man try- 
ing to sidle behind him. He grasped 
his weapon by the muzzle and brought 
it down on the head of the man, who 
collapsed limply to the floor. The 
crowd was just preparing for the spring. 
Purcell now had his revolver by the 
butt and he waved it in front of him in 
a half-circle, but he saw that they were 
not vet cowed, so he fired two shots 
over their heads. This tamed them and 
he arrested those whom he believed to 
be the ring leaders. The man on the 
floor he helped to revive by assisting 
the proprietor of the place in dashing 
upon him a tub of water which was 
used in washing beer glasses. 

This experience got the young police- 
man to thinking. Things were getting 
too warm. The next day at noon hour 
when the ice plant employes were 
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The stick struck a man’s arm and at 
that instant there was a report of a 
7 revolver, but the bullet went over 
the policeman’s head. 
of 'aw and order. On one occasion the latter almost 
caught up with the outlaws three miles from Kansas 
City, but a railroad man who was attached to a train 
they had chartered talked too freely to a negro barber 
who was friendly to the gang. The barber went to the 
person who he believed would get word to them most 
quickly and this person was the Kansas City Chief of 
Police! When the pursuers that night reached a cabin 
which had been occupied by the gang all they found 
was some spurs, sabers and other articles which gave 
evidence of hasty flight. 

Purcell, in his time, has captured between 25 and 30 
murderers. Two of them were caught in one week. But 
he has never killed a man in his police work, @ even 
shot one. In the terrible cholera epidemic of 1866, he, 
as well as all other policemen, was required to carry 
with him constantly two bottles of medicine Which 
formed a sort of first aid to cholera victims. O#8 con- 
tained a white liquid and the other a red one and when 
any policeman met a person who exhibited any of the 
easily detected symptoms of the disease, it was his duty 
to administer this medicine to that person, or, if he 
refused to take it, to force it down his throat. When 
the bottles were empty druggists, all of whom kept 
their places of business open day and night, were re- 
quired to refill them without charge. Purcell said 
that in one block on Biddle gtreet between Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets, not a human being was to be seen, 
so great were the .ravages of the disease throughout 
the city. 

A story of Purcell’s life would not be complete un- 
less it contained something of his career as a soldier. 
Mute evidence of one of his exploits is preserved in 
the archives of the State Capitol Building at Des 
Moines, Io. 

Shortly before the war started, Purcell was in New 
Orleans and came to St. Louis on the last boat which 
the Confederates allowed tu go North. Here he tried 
to enlist in Fremont’s Body Guard, but his mother in- 
tervened and shipped him to her brother in Iowa on’ 
the mistaken idea that because Iowa was not a slave 
State ner son was safely out of the war zone. The next 
summer he enlisted in Company F, Thirty-fifth lowa 
Infantry, was made a Corporal and assigned as color 
bearer of the regiment. 

On March 21, 1864, the regiment was at Alexandria, 


La., and after sloshing 35 miles through mud and 


_Wwater in an all-day march in the rain approached at 


night a camp of the Confederates at Henderson Hill. 
Because five companies of the regiment had been de- 
tached to guard prisoners, Purcell, with his colors, was 
marching at the head of the column. A Confederate 
camp fire could be seen through the trees and the Gen- 
eral commanding the force rode alongside the color 
bearer and whispered, “Double quick!”’ Purcell start- 
ed forward on a run. 

As he neared the camp fire the color bearer saw a 
Confederate artillery officer emerge from the shadows 
and nearby was a sentinel, warming himself. Purcell, 
whose flag was furled and encased in a poncho because 
of the rain, dropped his staff to a ‘‘charge” and ordered 
the sentinel te surrender. The man threw up his hands 
and let his musket fall to the ground. Then Purcell 
wheeled on the officer, who put his hand to his revol- 
ver. The color bearer lunged with all his might and 
struck the officer in the right shoulder with the spear 
point of the flagstaff, breaking the tip and staff into 
three pieces. As he was forced around by the blow. the 
officer fired two shots, one of which struck Purcell in 

the mouth, carrying away several of 


his upper teeth, a portion of his lip, 
and filling one side of his face with 
powder. The Confederate, though 
grievously wounded, tried to escape by 
crawling under a cannon, but 
captured by other men of the 
mand. 

When Purcell led the charge upon 
the Gpatidenite cemp, the flagstaff 
was his only arm, for that morning 
he had removed his revolver belt 
while the troops were waiting in their 
tents for the rain to cease and had 
forgotten to buckle it on again. Aside 
from the personal bravery shown his 
act served to save the lives of many 
of his comrades, for the approach to 
the camp was made along a narrow 
lane and when he was attacked the 
artillery officer was on the point of 
firing one of his guns down this lane, 
which was closely packed with men. 

A record of this exploit is on file 
in the War Department et Washing- 
ton, as well as mention of courage ex- 
hibited by Purcell in the battle of 
Pleasant Hill, La.. when, after all the 
color bearers but him had been killed 
or wounded, he seized both a United

N a cloud or heavy fog, when you can’t see 
the wings of your machine, you cant tell 
whether you are flying upside down or not,” 
writes Charles Chouteau Johnson, a member 
of the old Chouteau family in St. Louis and 
now in the aviation corps charged with the 

. defense of Paris. This sentence occurs in 

a highly interesting letter which Johnson, who is 24 

years old, has written to his uncle, Edward V. Papin of 

4612 Berlin avenue, St. Louis. 

Much has been printed and much has been read by 
the public about Zeppelin attacks on Paris, and about 
the methods employed by the French air forces to pro- 
tect the metrcepolis from raids out of the sky. In this 
letter is an account of the situation from one actually 
on the scene and personally active in the capital’s sys- 
tem of defense. It tells the routine of the life of one 
of Paris’ champions in the air: but often routine, with 
its informing detail, is more eloquent of the truth than 
the most dramatic descriptions based only on imagina- 
tion. ; " 

“Since I last wrote vou,’ the letter proceeds, “my 
plans have been change’. Instead of being ordered to 
the front, I was sent here to the defence of Paris, 
‘Section Voisin canons.’ ; 

“ft am piloting the ahove mentioned apparatus for 
the present, |tut never know how long I shall stay or 
where I shall te ordered next. The ‘boat’ I have is 170 
horsepower, with a 37-millimeter cannon on the front. 
The pilot sits in the rear seat of the car, with the 
gunner in the front. The apparatus is fitted out with 
electricity for night fiying. 

“The work is quite easy, consisting of doing a round 
of two hours a day over Paris, and being on duty day 
and night for a call. That is, there are four men on 
night duty who are about all night (on the ground) 
ready to go up in case a Zeppelin is signalled... Then 
the others are called, and have to take the air 15 min- 
utes later. We have night-flying practice every night 
when the weather permits, and also night target prac- 
tice once a week. 

“We get a day off once a week, but never a night 
off. As yet I haven't had a chance to test my mettle 
against a ‘Zep,’ but like the rest long for one to come 
back again and have a chance to mix it up a bit. How- 
ever, they aren't fond of visiting Paris, as they usually 
get a bellyful from our aviators. 

“As I said, the work is rather easy and we are very 
comfortable. But we get some rough rides over Paris, 
as we go out in all kinds of weather. The only things 
that stop us are rain, snow or fog. Wind, unless it is 
a hurricane, doesn’t stop us from flying in war time. 

“The only really hard or dangerous part is the night 
flying, and that’s not so bad if you are careful. The 
only hard part is the landing. Coming out of the dark 
that way onto the brilliantly illuminated field sort of 
dazzles you, and this makes landing a bit ticklish. In 
the air it’s a cinch, as you have a green light on the 
tip of your right wing and a red one on your left, which 
serve two purposes: First, the pilot judges by the lights 
whether his machine is riding level or not; and sec- 
ond, the lights serve as signals to other planes, just 
as in the case of boats. But in the air you always pass 
a plane to the left. 

“In the air at night, or in a cloud or heavy fog, 
when you can’t see your wings or in front of you, you 
can't tell whether you are flying with one wing much 
lower than the other or whether you are upside down. 
At- all events, I can speak from experience, as I Was 
caucht in a‘fog and had to stay in the air two and a 
half hours, not knowing where I was or what the ma- 
chine was doing half of the time. I trusted to faith, 
hope and charity, and as you see, came out of it all 
right. But I assure you I don’t want another experi- 
ence of the sort. 

“! was afraid to come down, as I couldn't see whether 
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I was above houses or fields; and I was more afraid to 
stay up, as I thought I was coming down involuntarily 
any minute. j 
“We are only 30 minutes from Paris, and I think the 
greatest hardship of all is to remain so near and yet 
so far from that delightful spot. Although it is not as 
gay as in peace times, yet Paris still loves a soldier. 
There are still Maxim’s and the Folies Bergeres. I 
should think that, from the American girl’s point of 
view, the city would be more attractive than ever.

“Everywhere you go you see men in uniform—En- 
glish, Serbs, Belgians, Russians and French—all in 
their brilliant uniforms down from the front on leave. 
The old faded and besmirched uniform of the officer 
in the trenches is discarded for ‘the immaculate one 
of peace. Men who in times of peace were bored even 
with Paris, now come back and revel in this quiet Paris 
of war time, and have the enthusiastic delight of 
schoolboys home on vacation. 

“You see men meet comrades from other parts of 
the front and hear them ask about friends in common, 
and the calm replies: ‘Jacques, poor fellow, was killed

“The snapshot I enclose of your nephew in aviation 
uniform goes to show you the French soldier is not 
growing thin from want of sufficient nourishment. To 
give you an idea of how badly the soldier-pilo' is 
treated, I will recount my mode of living with my 
squad. To begin with, I have .my room right near the 
aviation field. In case of an alarm, my second mechanic 
comes and calls me. Our squad of 20 have our own 
mess, with two orderlies to wait on the table, and each 
man whacks up his share of the mess every month. 
We live well-—eat meat and grumble if we don’t have 
sweetbreads or something of the sort for entree.” 

Johnson entered the aviation corps last fall, after 
having driven an ambulance since the beginning of the 
war. He was driving an ambulance in Flanders one 
night, with Edward Townsend of New York, when the 
engine stopped. The young men crawled out to fix it, 
when a shell fell in the seat they had just vacated, 
blowing the far to pieces, but without injuring them. 

In a previous letter to Papin, his nephew told of the 
several months of training he underwent before he 
was graduated into the aviation corps. 

“I finished my training at Pau with a Bleriot mono- 
plane on Jan. 2,” he wrote. “Perhaps it would be in- 
teresting to know the sort of tests we pilots have to 
go through before getting our military brevete (license). 
First you go through the ordinary stages of learning. 
When you are considered proficient, you commence your 
tests as follows: 

“1. Performing a spiral of 500 meters (1640.4 feet), 
with motor cut off, and coming down in the center of 
the field. 

“2. ‘Two voyages of 80 kilometers (4914 miles) each, 
without landing on either voyage. 

“3. A voyage of 250 kilometers (155 miles). This is 
a triangular voyage, landings being made at given towns, 
and return to Pau. The pilot receives a map and a 
compass and is shown the towns on the map. The rest 
he must do for himself. 

“4. He must go up twice to 2000 meters (6500 feet).” 

Johnson is the son of Lieut. David D. Johnson, U. 
S. A., retired, and his mother was Anne Chouteau of 
St. Louis, daughter of Charles P. Chouteau, whose old 
home in South St. Louis is now the Altenheim. John- 
son’s parents reside in Westport, N. Y., but visit rela- 
tives here each year. 


$35,000 FOR TWO FOXES. 


RINCE EDWARD ISLAND, lying northeast of 
the State of Maine, has within a few years de- 
veloped a silver fox industry of enormous pro- 
portions. Climatic conditions for the enterprise 

are considered more favorable there than anywhere 
else. There are 233 fox ranches, of which 101 are 
owned by incorporated companies. In these ranches 
are nearly 2500 foxes of all grades, of which 1325 are 
classed as silver black. 

The Provincial Government derives a revenue of one 
per cent of the young foxes born from, year to year, 
and last year $37,000 was collected. At present the 
value of the foxes and the ranches on the island is more 
tuan $10,000,000, which is 25 per cent in excess of the 
value of all the horses, cattle, sheep, swine and poultry 
on the well-stocked farms of the province. 

The value of silver fox skins is shown by the, fact 
that at the great auction sale during March of Funsten 
Bros., St. Louis, some single undressed skins brought 
$1000 each. It is not uncommon for a coat of silver 
fox to cost from $5000 to $15,000. 

The rise of the value of the first-class breeding stock 
on Prince Edward Island has been meteoric. In 1910 
a pair of silver fox breeders could be bought for $4000; 
today they bring from $15,000 to $35,000. The average 
female fox will breed eight to ten tinjes during her 
life, and each litter will contain from two to seven 
pups. 

The silver fox is really a black fox, instead, as some 
persons suppose, of being almost white or a silver gray. 
The name is given on account of the presence of glisten- 
ing white and grayish hairs which appear among the 
black. In the better grades the long, silky brush has a 
tip of pure white. 

About a quarter of a century ago the little animal, 
which weighs when full-grown only about 12 pounds, 
became almost extinct. Because of the beauty of its 
fur, the species was trapped until almost the last of 
them had disappeared. For a long time the standard 
price offered by the Hudson Bay Co. for silver fox pelts 
was around $1000, and the efforts of the French Cana- 
dians, halfbreeds and Indian trappers to obtain this 
sum, to them a ‘ortune, can be better imagined than de 
seribed.

HE autumn afternoon was in its most glori- 
ous phase as we left the little village with 
its old-time hostelry behind us and set out 
in an easterly direction, with the Bristol 
Channel far away on our left and a gently 
sloping upland on our right.

Two Curious Diseases Recently 
Noticed. 


NE of the two curious diseases that have re- 
cently come to the attention of the doctors is 
commonly known as “sleep palsy” which ac- 
tuates the extensors of the elbow, wrist and 

fingers. The hard drinker will often fall forward on 
the table with his head resting on his arm, waking up 
to find his forearm and hand inert and nerveless, a 
condition persisting for days or weeks, even months. 

The other disease is known as “Monday morning 
paralysis.”
